country: during the past sixty years. Canada today is better known and 
appreciated not only by the people of Canada, but by the world. The story of 
its development and its future possibilities has been told far and wide and 
in such a way as to command the earnest attention and consideration of 
people of power and influence. ° : . 

Following the Jubilee celebrations, the visit of TLR. the Prince of 
Wales, Prince George, and Premier Baldwin has again kept Canada 
prominently before the people ot Great Britain. The tour of these distin- 
suished visitors has been followed with the keenest inlerest by the British 
press, and it is well within the bounds of probability that a very great 
stimulus will thus be given to British immigration to Canada, 

The ceremonies attendant upon the dedication of the Memorial Chamber | 


in the Peace Tower at Ottawa by the Prince of Wales*in their simple ,but 


impressive dignity could not fail to impress the British people. So, too, the, 


unveiling of the statue of Sir Wilfrid Laurier who 80 nobly carried on the 
work of the Fathers of Confederation and who was always a comfanding and 
popular figure in the eyes of Great Britain, Finally, the oficial inauguration 
of the Peace Bridge at Niagara attenged by the heir to the British crown, the

J. Ogden Armour, who once con- 
trolled a billion dollar a year business 
but who liquidated lis holding; to 
such an extent that he had virtually 
vanished from financial and commer- 
cial fields, died recently in London jn 
j his 64th year, 

Ile was the former head of Arwhour 
and Company, packers, founded by 
his father, Philip D, Armour. ‘ 

Mr. Armour’s holdings had so dwin- 
jdled in recent years that in 1925 the 
| federal revenue oflice showed hig in- 
{come not taxable. He at. one ifme de- 
clined $150,000,000 for his interest in 
the packing company alone, and was 
known as the largest owner of bank 
i stock in Chicago. 

His interest in mer of all classes 
drew for him universal affection, and 
he seemed to delight in his friend- 
ship with his employees. 

Fale played its part in making and 
unmaking the Armour forlune. Defla- 
tion at the close of the civil war ald: 
‘ed Philip D. Armour and at the close 
}of the great war gray ely weakened 
the financlal power of his son, J. 
Ogden.

; Japan’s Seaweed Crop 
Is Grown Especially For Food and 
Carefully Cultivated 

Japanese soldiers do not give 
much trouble to the Quartermaster’s 
Department. In the fleld they are 
capable of great endurance on a diet 
of dried rice, dried fish. dried- sea- 
weed, and pickled plums. The sea- 
weed is wrapped round the rice, as a 
“relish” to it. Given a tiny fire, a 
stewpan, and the rations mentioned, 
they are perfectly coulent. whatever 
the weather and however long the 
marches. 

Seaweed is grown specially for food 
purposes, being cultivated with as 
much care as any, other crop. After 
the typhoon season, the women may 
be seen bearing great loads of young 
trees which have been stripped of 
their leaves, though all the small 
branches are left intact. Those are 
drawn into the weed on the shore, 
acres of brushy saplings being ar- 
ranged in long, parallel rows where 
‘the tide ebbs over them twice daily. 

Gradually. the green fern-llke weed 
collects on the branches, and flourlsh- 
es there until the farmers harvest it. 
It is then carefully picked over and 
dried for future use. ‘

For soils of fair jdepth gnd of a 
light loamy clraracter there appears 
to be Httle difference in the crop 
yleld whether the land is ploughed 
comparatively shallow or a good 
depth. For four years experimental 
work to‘ determine the ‘yalue_ of 
ploughing at different depths has been 
carried on at the Lennoxville Que- 
bec, Station.

According to F. Napier Denlson, 
superintendent of the provincial 
weathe? service, Ifenderson Lake 1s 
the weltest spot in North Amerlca, 
und probably holds the record by a 
comfortable — or uncomfortable as 
‘the case may be — margin, Hender- 
son Lake. is extremely wet because 
it lies at the foot of a mountain which 
rakes the rain clouds as they go scud- 
ding in from the Pacific laden with 
moisture. 

British Columbla hag several other 
wet spots boasting a phenomenal 
rainfall. Lockport. on the Queen 
Charlotte ‘1lslands, had a rainfall of 
251 Inches last year. Ocean Falls had 
176 Inches. Prince Rupert and Van- 
couver, usually regarded ag having «# 
heavy rainfall, are mere “plikers’’ 
when compared to these places.

World’s Smallest Books 


Fwenty-Nine Minute Masterpieces 
Exhibited At Londen Library 
What is probably the world’s 
smallest book was to be seen.in Lon- 
don recently. It contains over forty 
blank pages bound between eniboss- 
ed leather covers. Four of its size 
would not cover 2 penny, yet every 
detail is perfect and clearly visible 
without the aid of a lens. This mira- 
cle of the bookbinder’s art was one 
of twenty-nine such marvels exhibit- 
ed at the London Library; the entire 
collection could have been contained 

in an ordinary cigar box. 

Among these minute masterpleces 
was a copy of “Galileo” measuring 
half inch by a quarter inch, which is 
claimed to be the smallest Italian 
book set from movable type. More 
wonderful still was a handwritten 
copy of the Koran found some time 
(ago in-Bagdad. Written in Indian ink 
on faded paper, this book is octagonal 
in shape, with one of its elght sides 
forming the back where the leaves 
are joined. This curious manuscript 
is perfectly legible despite the fact 
that a half-crown would cover it.
